An oy SONY f Major HAS TV went into the river 
to bathe, ſlipped into a deep hole; the appearances convinced 
his companions he was actually drowning. S. Libby, when 
ſome time had elapſed, plunged in eignt feet deep, and paſſed 
over the body; the water being dilturbed, he could not at 
firſt diſcern the body; but, turning round, diſcovered the 
lad with his fice immerſed in mud. He then took up the 
body, conveyed it to the ſhore, and inquired what was to 
be done, for that the lad was dead. By this time, Mrs. 
Libby came to the place; and putting off a petticoat, ſpread 
it on the marſh ; end the body was laid on it. 

When the Major arrived, he found the body placed 
on a barrel, which ſoine of the perſons aſſembled were 
rolling, Of this rolling he diſapproved, having lately read 
the directions of the Humane Socrtry, relative to the 
treatment proper in caſes of drowning. He therefore directed 
that a bed ſhould be warmed; that the body ſhould be 
wrapped in blankets; and that it ſhould be rubbed with 
warm cloths wet with rum (the only fpitit then at hand), 
and ſprinkled with fine ſalt, The jaws were ſet. It was 
noticed, that, when the body was at reſt, the ſymptoms of 
reanimation diſappeared; but that they returned when the 
body was toſſed up and down in an erect poſture, | 

Soon after the father's arrival, Dr. Rice was ſent for. 
His houſe was five miles and a quarter diſtant; but his 
benevolent zeal brought him to the place ſooner than was 
expected. Thirty minutes and an half only elapſed from 
the time. Major Libby went in queſt of him until the 
Doctor arrived,—A vein was opened, and the lad bled freely; 
Tobacco ſmoke was blown by means of a pipe through the 
anus into the bowels; upon which, for the firff time, the lad 
drew a long breath. The father then undreſſed himſelf, went 
to bed, and embraced the lad, whoſe body was wrapped 
round with flanne] and baize, wet with brandy, and covered 
with ſalt.

Machine for preſerving the Lives of Skaiters. 
To Dx. HAWES. © Nov. 17. 

REFLECTING lately on the many fatal accidents which 
happen every winter by the breaking of the ice under the 
Taſhly-adventurous ſkaters, it occurred to my mind, that a 
machine might be eaſily invented and conſtructed, at a 
trifling expence, by which the lives of many uſeful perſons, 
which would otherwiſe be loſt, might be preſerved to their 
friends and to ſociety. | 5 

1 have accordingly ſent you a draught and deſcription of 
a machine, which, I believe, would fully anſwer the 
purpoſe. (See the Figure engraved in p. 35. 

Let three ftrong poles, each about fix feet in length, be 
united fo as- to form three equally- acute angles; between 
1 and 2, let a roller be fixed, from which let a cord pals 
over a pulley at the top of the machine. This cord, eicher 
ſingly, or with any thing attached to it, as circumſtances 
may ſuggeſt, may be thrown to the perſon in the water ; 
who, if he ſucceed in getting a fure bold, will, by the 
action of the machine, be gradually drawn to the ſhore. 

If ſuch a machine were kept, during froſty weather, near

If this precaution be taken, it is not probable that the 
removing a dead body from the place where it is found, fot 
the benevolent purpoſe above-mentioned, ſhould ever be

I INFLATED THE LUNGS in the manner recommended 
by my ingenious preceptor Dr. Mox Ro, —and in about half 
an hour 1 perceived, with joy, the lungs faintly reſuming 
their office. — The pupil ſhewed a tendency to contract, a 
quivering of the under lip, convulſions, and a gradual 
diffuſion of vitality followed. The patient being ſtrong and 
plethoric, and the powers of life being well confirmed, I took 
about five ounces of blood, 

I AM CONVINCED that the indiſcriminate uſe of the 
lancet is prejudicial to returning animation; yet, in this 
caſe, it was certainly indicated and attended with ſalutary 
effects. — The convulſions ſoon after ceaſed, he reſpired eaſy, 
and deglutition returned; but remained comatoſe, when he 
awoke was ſurpriſed to find himſelf in that ſituation, and 
did not recolleft any thing that occurred from the time he fell 
over-board. His pulſe was ſirong and full; therefore, to 
obviate ſubſequent inflammation, I took a few ounces more 
blood from him, and purſued the antiphlogiſtic plan, which, 
in a few days, perfectly reſtored him to lite and health.

My DEAR SIR, Southampton, Feb. 20, 1799. 
AFTER a lapſe of ſo long a period, it is ſome conſolation 
our correſpondence ſhould re-commence with the relation of 
another inflance of Reſuſcitation *.—I ſhould not have delayed 
communicating this pleaſing information but from an 
apprehenſion that a peripneumony would at laſt have robbed 
me of my patient, and deprived you the happineſs of 
recording one more inſtance of the importance of your uſeful 
inſtitution, That fear is now diſſipated, and my patient, 
with his wife and infant family, will attend church next 
Sunday to offer up their grateful prayers to ALMIGHTY Gop 
for this ſignal act of his divine interpoſition,” * 

„On Friday night, the 15th inſtant, when a gale, the 
moſt tempeſtuous ever remembered, threatened to deſtroy 
and drive from their moorings all the veſſels in our harbours, 
it was neceſſary that the Maſters ſhould attend to take care 
of their reſpective ſhips. The night being exceſſively dark, 
James Parker unfortunately flipped over the Quay :—his 
cries were heard by ſome people on guard at the Cuſtom 
Houſe, but no means appeared to effect his reſcue; a boat 
could not live under the agitation of the ſea, After ſome 
time the cries of his diſtreſs grew fainter, and ſoon all was 
filent, ſave the noiſe of the elements. 

The men of the watch haſtened to the place they ſuppoſed 
the ſound to proceed from, but no voice could be heard; the 
darkneſs of the night precluded the poſſibility of ſeeing any 
thing. In deſpair they attempted ſeveral times to Hnd the 
body with a boat-hook, but in vain; at laſt they ſeized a 
ſomething, and, grappling it, dragged it aſhore. It proved 
to be the body floating on the ſurface, which was conveyed to 
the Watch-houſe, the cloaths cut off, the body wiped dry, 
and lain before the fire, and the Reſuſcitative Proceſs 
aſſiduouſly employed. 


I was ſent for; and, proud am I to fay it, nothing was 


left for me to do but continue the mode theſe good men had 

adopted, and in half an hour ſigns of returning life gladdened 

our hearts. He was put in a warm bed, and gradually 

| recovered his ſpeech and recollection; the unfavourable 

| ſymptoms which afterwards intervened were incidental 
probably to the means uſed for his recovery.

In its paſſage through the lungs, 
however, it again recovers its florid colour, and, when arrived at the 
place from whence it ſet out, appears of the ſame bright bue as before. —lIf 
the action of the lungs is by ary means ſuſpended five or fix minutes, 
ſo as to exclude the air, the blood groxs ill darker, inclioing to black, As 
the colour deepens, the motion of ihe left cavity of the heart grows, gradually 
wenker, and ſoon ceaſes—ahat of the right cavity continuing, though very 
Nlowly and feebly, to beat ſome time longer. 

The circulation being ſuppreſſed, the brain no longer receives its wonted 
current of blood which enabled it to diffuſe motion, vigour, and ſenſibility over 
the whole frame. The animal of courſe finks into a torpid ſtate, becomes cold, 
and apparently dead. If arthis period, the lungs in due time are inflated with 

air, in imitation of natural reſpiration, the dark coloured blood begins to 
reſume its florid hue, the heart to renew: its motion, weakly indeed at firſt, 


but by degrees more powerfully, till at length the brain recovers its functions, 
and life is completely reſtored.
